WILL COMPLETE COURSE 



Last evening, the Dally was for- 
tunate enough to obtain an Interview 
with -Major Bury, B.A.A., and Q.M.O. 
of the 5th Canadian Division. Major 
Bury Is a graduate of the University, 
of Manitoba, whore he received the 
medal in Political Economy and His- 
tory. When the war broke out he 
was practicing law, but gave up his 
practice and obtained a commission 
with a Canadian infantry regiment. 
After serving at the front for some 
time he was promoted to the rank of 
iTinjor, and later received his staff 
.•UJpointment. 

In virtue of his varied experience 
lie has come into contact with Mc- 
Gill men in many branches of the , 
oervlce, and speaks very highly of 
their efficiency and courage. 

He mentioned particularly Major 
Starkey, B.A., M.D., Macdonald Pro- 
feasor of Hygiene, who is now do- 
ing excollent work as O. C. of the 
McOUl Sanitary Section, Royal Army 
Medical Corps, and Sir Andrew Mac- 
Phall, B.A., M.D., Professor of the 
History of Medicine. 
, Speaking of the spirit of McGlll 
student-soldiers, Major Bury gave as 
an example the case of a young stu- 
dent, who before he Joined the colors 
was prominent in athletic circles. 
While serving as a Lieutenant he 
received a wound which cost him one 
hand' and 'made one of his arms use» 
less. This necessitated his return 
to England. Such a wound would 
have put most men permanently out 

of action, but Lieut. uerEr "gavs 

up' hdpo of getting into the trenches 
:,i.'nln. Finally his efforts were suc- 
cessful, and he managed to return to 
the front, where he wa* later pro- 
moted to tho rank of major, and once 
again took an active part In the ac- 
tual fighting. This Is only one case, 
but serves as a good example of tho 
fortitude which has won so many dis- 
tinctions for McGill men at the front.

There 
are always men to be found in every walk of life who require prac- 
tical demonstrations before they are willing to accept anything; 
hut at college, in connection with the exams at any rate, it is much 
the Aviser course to realize at the start that since we come here to 
get an education, the only thing to be done is to settle down to 
work at the beginning of the term and wait for the holidays before 
indulging to any great extent our liking for the social side of life.

LIVING ON "TWO BITS" A DAY. 

Can it bo done? Let us see! First, 
our., preconceived notions about eat- 
ing 'must turn a. somersault! Just 
because our ancestors ate khrcc heavy 
meals a day is no reason in the world 
why wo should follow their examples. 
Our ancestors probably walked 20 
miles a da^y, hunted, fished, choppca 
down trees, and dear knows what not, 
necessitating the consumption of larg- 
er quantities of food. Modern busi- 
ness people, teachers, editors and 
professional people can work much 
better on lighter rations; which fact 
is quite generally known, but not lived 
up to. 

..Then, though our forefathers nte 
meat regularly, there Is no hard and 
fast rule compelling us to eat it. Some 
of the most brainy people in the world 
never touch it, and when you oncu 
get out of the habit of eating, it (for 
It' is mostly a habit, like so many 
tliing-a -ja do) the Idea of eating: it 



seems really repulsive. And now that 
our soldiers are doing the work which 
requires a heavy diet, there is a fin»; 
opportunity for the rest of us to Join 
the happy ranks of the vegetarians. 
As meat is the highest priced food In 
the market, It makes a vast differ- 
ence when you can entirely eliminate 
the meat bill. 

Limiting people to war rations Is 
going to do them- a lot of good in 
the long run, for tho majority of peo- 
ple have certainly got the habit of 
eating far too muoh. Tlio people who 
eat the mo3t are, decidedly, neither 
the healthiest nor the strongest. 

Take breakfast, for Instance. A 
perfect breakfast, and sufficient for 
anyone, might be: 

A dish of stewed apricots .. . . ..lc 

Bowl of cereal and cream „ .... 2c 

Two slices of toast lc 

Coffee %c 

Total ... .' 4#c 

Then for lunch one might have: 

Cup of chocolate, cooked with 

milk 2c 

Throe styces graham bread, but-

One ulice eggless gingerbread . . %c 

Total .' 4%c

lunch, leaving 16 cents for dinner. 
You probably couldn't buy a dinner 
anywhere for 16 cents, but ..by doing 
your own housekeeping it can be 
done perfectly.
